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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because: 

On page 7, the specification calls for reference number "5" to be a base plate and 
reference number "6" to be a retaining plate, the drawings show arrows of reference 
number 5 and 6 to be pointed to a center circular cylinder. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 8, 10, 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hermann-Josef et al (DE 38 13 824 A1) in view of Jacobsen et al 
(US 4,483,330 A). 

Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 8, 10, 12-14 

Hermann-Josef discloses a cable reel, comprising a base plate; a reel body rotatably 
mounted with respect to said base plate (5); a braking coulisse (6) moveable in a radial 
direction with respect to said base plate. 

Hermann-Josef teaches all of the features as listed above but does not disclose elastic 
elements for mounting at least one of said base plate and said reel body in a receiving 
body. The general concept of providing elements for mounting at least one of a reel 
body and a base plate in a receiving body is well known in the art as illustrated by 
Jacobsen et al which disclose the teaching of elements (74, 76) for mounting at least 
one of a reel body (94) in a receiving body. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Hermann-Josef to include 
the use of "elastic elements for mounting at least one of said base plate and said reel 
body in a receiving body" in his advantageous cable reel as taught by Jacobsen et al in 
order to provide for shock absorbing means in the cable reel. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 2, 4, 7, 9, 1 1 , and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. None of the references of 
record suggests a cable reel wherein said elastic elements are disposed between said 
braking coulisse and said receiving body in the manner defined in the instant claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Karger, Puryear, Marshall et al Bryant, and Toda are cited to show related cable reel 
comprising elements for mounting at least a reel body to a receiving body.
